Aviation, U. & O. and 
All-Risk Stressed 


Outstanding Speakers 
Address First Arkansas 
School at Fayetteville 


FAYETTEVILLE, ARK.—At the 
first Arkansas Fire, Casualty & Surety 
Insurance School at the University of 
Arkansas, possibilities were pointed out 
for selling aviation, use and occupancy 
and all-risk coverages. 

R. Graham, Chicago, manager U.S. 
Aviation Underwriters, advised agents 
to be alert for new business. “Aviation 
is growing so rapidly with development 
of war and defense plans,” he said, 
“that the insurance world’s problem is 
how to securely fasten itself to the ex- 
panding industry. The hour definitely 
has arrived for insurance to step into 
an important and newly assigned role.” 

W. L. Falk, Royal-Liverpool group, 
described use and occupancy insurance 
as “virgin ground in which the sales 
possibilities haven’t been scratched.” 
Fewer than 25 percent of business men 
are even familiar with the coverage, he 
added. He also recommended all-risk 
policies which eliminate the necessity 
of securing several types of coverage 
and provide a more favorable rate. 


Loman Favors Regulation 


Dr. Harry J. Loman, insurance pro- 
fessor University of Pennsylvania, said 
regulation and public interest are linked 
together. Despite criticism of the en- 
trenched position of regulation, the aver- 
age business man “would be very 
reluctant to abandon it,” he declared. 

“Economic trends in government and 
business are making regulation not only 
justified but necessary,” Dr. Loman 
pointed out. “Distribution of the finan- 
cial consequences of untimely losses to 
property values is of national public in- 
terest. Since insurance is the device 
through which such losses are appor- 
tioned and absorbed, government inter- 
vention in the business is justified.” 

T. F. Cunneen, manager insurance 
section U. S. Chamber of Commerce, 
denounced the new deal’s attitude to- 
ward business. He urged insurance men 
to resist. “further concentration of eco- 
nomic power in Washington.” He as- 
serted that the Temporary National 
Economic Committee in its examination 
of life insurance set out to publicly 
discredit business. 


Eliminates Uncertainty 


Dr. J. A. Fitzgerald, insurance pro- 
fessor of University of Texas, said that 
a fire loss frequently represents a 100 
percent loss of income to the individual, 
a further reason for universal cover- 
age. “The great function of insurance,” 
he said, “is to substitute a certain cost 
of operation for the dreadful possibility

Survey Is Made of 
Hurricane Losses 
in Southern Points 


Impairment of Communi- 
cation Makes It Impossible 
to Give Estimates 


ATLANTA, GA—A _ multitude of 
small losses, confined principally to 
residential sections and plate glass dam- 
age in the downtown sections of both 
cities, is the only present survey that 
can be made of the results of the tropi- 
cal hurricane. While it made its forces 
felt principally in Savannah and Charles- 
ton, it wrought lesser havoc all along 
the Atlantic coast from Brunswick to 
Norfolk, Va., Sunday last. 


Loss of Communication 


On account of the almost universal 
loss of communication, it is impossible 
to make even an early estimate of the 
insurance liability. Representatives of 
the Fire Companies Adjustment Bureau 
and engineers of the Southeastern Un- 
derwriters Association are in both 
Charleston and Savannah. Meager re- 
ports which have filtered through show 
that some industrial plants and termi- 
nals were damaged in the vicinity of 
Charleston and Savannah. The huge 
trees which were famous in Charleston 
and Savannah also played an important 
part in the damage, crushing in houses 
and felling electric cables and wires. 


Losses Large in Number 


Windstorm and extended cover con- 
tracts will make losses particularly large 
in number. This is true chiefly in Sa- 
vannah. It is also expected that there 
may be some automobile losses caused 
by falling trees. The greater portion 
of the damage down town in Savannah 
was from plate glass being blown out. 
The wind velocity there reached 68 miles 
an hour while the blow in Charleston 
was near 100 miles an hour. 

Crippled water system gas been prac- 
tically restored in both cities, although 
fallen trees in the streets offer a handi- 
cap to fire departments. Fortunately, 
there have been no fires. In Savannah 
all nine electric pumps were drowned 
out during the storm, leaving only one 
gasoline pump working, but the ma- 
chinery now is back in service. 


Industrial Plants Damaged 


An early check up of damage shows 
that ten industrial plants in Savannah 
and four in Charleston severely felt the 
effects of the storm. Water in streets 
also caused a number of automobile 
losses and it is expected that there will 
be some marine liability to pleasure 
craft. There will be a severe loss on 
Folly Island, a resort 10 miles south of 
Charleston. City officials at Beaufort 
estimate a $100,000 loss. The effects of 
the storm were felt 100 miles inland bet

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Insurance War Relief Work 





The 14th floor of the Royal building, 


150 William street, New York, is serv- 
ing as the downtown branch of the 
British War Relief Society. These fa- 
cilities were provided through the 
courtesy of Harold Warner, United 
States manager of Royal-Liverpool, who 
is a member of the downtown commit- 
tee of the society. 

The United States branches of several 
British companies are participating most 
enthusiastically in the relief undertak- 
ing. Among the activities of the down- 
town branch are the distribution of sup- 
plies of wool for knitters to be made 
into scarfs, socks, sweaters, Balaclava 
helmets, etc., in accordance with the 
British Red Cross specifications; receiv- 
ing gifts of clothing, shoes and other 
supplies; making of bandages and re- 
ceiving donations of money and mem- 
berships to the society. 


Much Is Accomplished 


Royal-Liverpool has organized a num- 
ber of committees in connection with 
this work, including those on donations 
and subscriptions, service and supplies, 
instruction and inspection, bandage in- 
structions, clothes. The committees 
consist of volunteer workers from the 
Royal-Liverpool staff. There is no ex- 
pense incurred in operating the down- 
town branch, so all contributions and 
donations are clear of administration 
expenses. 

So far, more than 1,200 pounds of 
wool have been distributed; 31 large 
bundles of clothing have been handled, 





which is most important work because 
more than one-half of the refugees now 
in the British Isles arrived in practi- 
cally a destitute condition; from July 10 
to Aug. 5, more than $5,000 in donations 
and subscriptions was received, many 
from agents, brokers and their friends.

Holds 25% HOLC 
Allowance Proper 


On the basis of an opinion from the 
attorney-general, Deputy Commissioner 
Gough of New Jersey has withdrawn his 
objection to the new contract of the 
Stock Company Association with the 
Home Owners Loan Corporation. Mr. 
Gough had taken the position that the 
operation of this contract would con- 
flict with the famous New Jersey law 
requiring an insurer to pay the same 
scale of commissions in every part of 
the state. In the HOLC set-up, the 
agent receives 20 percent commission 
and apparently Mr. Gough thought this 
would mean that a company might be 
paying different rates of commission on 
dwelling house business, one under the 
HOLC set-up and another on business 
other than that pertaining to the HOLC. 
Now, apparently, he comes to the con- 
clusion that HOLC business may be 
regarded as a separate classification. 

The question that was decided by the 
attorney - general however, was the 
legality of the payment of a 25 percent 
allowance to the HOLC for inspection 
and fire prevention service. 

The attorney-general states that the 
task assumed by the HOLC is a sub- 
stantial one and that the inspection and 
fire prevention service is not a subter- 
fuge to hide an evasion of the law. Pay- 
ment of the 25 percent is supported by 
a valuable consideration. There is no 
reason why insurance companies could 
not contract with an independent agent 
to perform such inspection and fire pre- 
vention service on their behalf and there 
is no reason why such agent may not 
be an assured. 

The attorney-general said that the 
question would probably have never 
been raised if the S. C. A. had agreed 
to pay the HOLC a fixed sum each year 
for the service. The fact that the al- 
lowance was made a percentage of the 
premium volume is what caused the 
issue. The attorney-general said, how- 
ever that this was a logical arrange- 
ment. The test, he said is good faith. 
There can be no presumption that the 
S. C. A. and the HOLC have conspired 
to evade the statute.

Recommends Safety 
Code for Maryland 


Commissioner Gontrum of Maryland 
has recommended to a sub-committee of 
the legislative council the enactment by 
the next session of the state legislature 
of a state safety code to take precedence 
over the dozen or more existing local 
laws. The proposed code would give 
the state authority to define and correct 
fire hazards and regulate the manufac. 
ture, use, sale and storage of petroleum 
and explosives and, as one of its most 
important features, would regulate the 
sale and use of fireworks throughout the 
state. 

Other proposals given the sub-com- 
mittee for possible recommendation to 
the legislative council include: Complete 
organization of the fire marshal’s de- 
partment, providing an additional deputy 
insurance commissioner who would 
serve as fire marshal, a law setting up 
qualifications for adjusters and granting 
the commissioner discretionary power 
to refuse licenses to insurance companies 
“on grounds of public policy or in the 
public interests”; amendment of the pres- 
ent law so the state could impose a pre- 
mium tax of 5 percent on all classes of 
unauthorized insurance except life, 
health and accident insurance; authority 
to impose fines—instead of suspension 
alone, as at present—on agents, solici- 
tors and brokers found guilty of mis- 
conduct in the business; a minimum rat- 
ing for bonds in which _ insurance 
companies invest their reserves. 

Commissioner Gontrum also discussed 
the question of overinsurance. He con- 
sidered that this problem can be handled 
best through the cooperation of the fire 
companies but that if it is impossible to 
work out a solution by this means, then 
some legislation should be considered.

Excess Profits 1 Tax 
Not a Menace 


Period from 1936 to 1939, 
Used as Base, Included 
Profitable Years 


NEW YORK—Failure of 
profits tax proposal to make any excep- 
tion in the case of insurance should not 
work undue hardships on fire companies, 
it is believed, provided the final draft 
contains the proposed alternative basing 
taxability on the excess over the aver- 
age profit of the four years 1936-1939 in- 
clusive. At the same 


the excess 


time officials are 
concerned about the possibility of addi- 
tional taxes, since if they became heavy 
enough to eat into surplus the general 
rate readjustment that would be called 
for would be a serious and complicated 
matter. Other lines of business can 
more readily adjust their selling gelees 
to meet expenses of operation. 

The reason for this belief is that the 
four years which would be taken as the 
norm were profitable ones for the fire 
carriers because of exceptionally favor- 
able loss ratios. It is quite unlikely that 
the next few years will show substanti- 
ally greater profits than the period 1936- 
1939, 

No great increase in the volume of 
business is looked for as a direct result 
of defense activities. Even a total plant, 
expansion of a couple of billion dollars 
would produce a relatively trifling 
amount of increase in fire premiums. 
Construction would be fireproof or 
sprinklered. Elimination of the fire 
hazard would be a prime consideration 
in construction, since delays: would be 
not only costly but probably serious in 
delaying the speedy completion of the 
defense program. Hence the minimum 
rates would apply. 


Buckeye Union Fire Figures 


The Buckeye Union Fire of Columbus, 
O., as of July 1, shows assets $651,919, 
premium reserve $189,202, capital 
$200,000, net surplus $251,876. The 
assets increased $43,880 during the six 
months and the surplus $1,585. Pre- 
miums for the period were $139,953, in- 
crease $29,458 as compared with the 
similar period last year.

Consumers Bureau, Chicago, 
Curtailed in Its Attacks 


Operations of Consumers Bureau of 
Chicago, which has been distributing in 
downtown streets a four-page dodger 
criticising, among other things, life in- 
surance, fire, automobile and other types 
of insurance, have been _ restricted 
through activities of the Chicago Asso- 
ciation of Life Underwriters. Tempo- 
rarily, at least, Consumers Bureau, has 
been denied by the police department 
the privilege of passing out its publica- 
tion on the streets. ws 

Consumers Bureau is described in its 
publication as “a national nonprofit re- 
search and _ educational organization, 
providing consumers with unbiased in- 
formation to enable them to buy intelli- 
gently.” <A. B. Johnston, merchandise 
manager of the Chicago Better Business 
Bureau, in a letter to Commissioner 
James P. Allman of the police depart- 
ment, characterized the dodger as “scur- 
rilous literature.’ He wrote, “Actually, 
the text matter is merely an attempt to 
attract attention to the author’s book 
priced at $1 by lampooning all business 
activities. We have received numerous 
complaints from legitimate tax-paying 
merchants who resent the false asper- 
sions cast upon business as a whole by 


the outrageous statements contained 
therein.” 

Better Business Bureau in its “Report” 
identifies Albert Lane as the principal 
behind the bureau and as being the sub- 
ject of a Federal Trade Commission 
complaint which still is said to be pend- 
ing. Lane, the trade organization stated, 
claimed, according to the F.T.C., he was 
affiliated with the U. S. Bureau of Stand- 
ards, offered to have Mellon Institute of 
Technology decide moot points, and 
would distribute free 1,000,000 copies of 
his magazine. The F.T.C., it was said, 
charged this was misrepresentation. 

Each copy of the publication offers 
“Consumers Bureau Guide” for $1 as 
the complete answer to the excessive 
distribution cost charged against various 
businesses. Markets at lower prices are 
offered in the guide.

Shows How to Render

Harry W. Melville manager marine 
department of American, in addressing 
the Arkansas Fire & Casualty Insur- 
ance School at Little Rock, employed 
a graphic device to illustrate his points.

various hazards to which property is 
subject. A pointer labeled “Arrow of 
Fate” was spun about and was allowed 
to come to a stop where “fate decrees.” 
Mr. Melville pointed out that if the as- 
sured has coverage for that particular 
peril then he is reimbursed. But instead 
of trying to divine where the arrow may 
stop, the assured has the opportunity to 
purchase the personal property floater, 
covering all perils wherever the prop- 
erty may be and taking the place of 
all other insurance. 

Mr. Melville also emphasized the im- 
portance of all risk coverage on jewelry. 
Certain types of property, he observed, 
rarely, if ever, leave the premises and 
the need for all risk cover may not be 
so compelling, but jewelry is constantly 
being exposed and can be fully covered 
against all loss only by a jewelry policy 
or the personal property floater. 

If the property owner desires to be 
properly protected these days, he must 
permit the agent to know the property 
he desires to have protected and by con- 
sultation select the proper type of in- 
surance for his needs. Mr. Melville 
urged the use of the survey and analysis 
methods. 


War Risk Cover on 
Trans-Atlantic Air Shipments 


War risk insurance rates are now be- 
ing quoted on trans-Atlantic registered 
airmail or air express via Atlantic Air- 
ways, Ltd., the direct English service. 
The war risk coverage applies only 
while the property is on board the air- 
plane. For currency, including jewelry, 
precious stones and precious metals, the 
rate is 2 percent; on securities 1% per- 
cent; On non-negotiable securities 34 
percent, 

Marine underwriters are also quoting 
rates for war risk cover for connecting 
air services at Lisbon to Spain, Switz- 
erland, Italy and unoccupied areas in 
France. The rates, which are in addi- 
tion to those charged between the 
United States and Lisbon are 5 percent 
on.currency, including jewelry, etc., 334 
percent on securities and 17g percent on 
non-negotiable securities.

Wheat Crop Above 
Average Reported 


Unless unusual climatic conditions 
occur before Sept. 1, the wheat crop 
this year will be better than average 
countrywide. In the mid-west, however, 
it will be about average. Corn and to- 
bacco throughout the country are nor- 
mal. In Canada and in Montana and 
Idaho, hail losses on wheat have been 
particularly heavy, the ratio being twice 
as high as a year ago. 

When the recent hail storms occurred 
in North Dakota, 60 percent of the 
wheat had been harvested, and it was 
well under way in southern Manitoba 
and southeastern Saskatchewan. There 
is more than a normal amount of late 
wheat this year, and it will not be en- 
tirely cleared until Sept. 1. This is due 
to the cold spring. 

There is one peculiarity connected 
with hail business this year in the south- 
west. It rained in that section almost 
continually from May 1 to July 1. 
Usually a steady rain is accompanied by 
a great amount of hail. This did not 
occur, however, and the only explana- 
tion given by meteorologists is the late 
spring.

Gives Insurance Advice 
to Municipalities 

MINNEAPOLIS—Municipalities are 
paying too much for fire insurance on 
city-owned property, according to Ar- 
nold Miles, who writes in the current 
issue of “Minnesota Municipalities.” He 
is assistant director of the American 
Municipal Association. 

A survey showed, he said, that city- 
owned property is a preferred risk, for 
on the average only 13 cents of every 
premium dollar is needed to reimburse 
cities for fire losses. “The other 87 
cents is retained by insurance carriers 





for expenses, profits and the payment 
of loses on poorer risks.” 

Miles suggests that every city through 
appraisal determine the insurable value 
of its risks; eliminate hazards by follow- 
ing suggestions of the rating bureau; de- 
cide upon a definite insurance policy: 
that is, either place the coverage with 
private carriers or establish a fund: re- 
sort to competitive bidding in placing 
insurance; consider the advantages of 
coinsurance; save money by taking ad- 
vantage of the term rule.

La Guardia ‘Sal ecenes 
Report Is Criticised 


Fire company officials are concerned 
lest the apparently huge savings which 
Mayor LaGuardia contends the city of 
New York has made in self-insuring its 
buildings be taken at their face value by 
other municipalities. 

Mayor LaGuardia contends, in a re- 
port to the United States conference ot 
mayors, that the records for the past 
six years demonstrate conclusively that 
New York has saved sums of money 
by carrying nq@ insurance on its build- 
ings. He contrasts the actual fire losses 
with the premiums that would have 
been paid on the properties. 

According to La Guardia’s figures the 
savings for the six-year period amount 
to $4,200,000. The assessed value of city- 
owned buildings is about $800,000,000, on 
which the estimated annual premium 
against fire would be about $640,000. 
The average annual fire loss on city- 
owned buildings from 1934 through 1939 
was $21,750, from which the mayor de- 
duced that the city had saved some 
$618,250. Buildings range in construc- 
tion from highly hazardous to the safest 
possible construction. 

La Guardia asserted in his report that 
“the present system in cities of not in- 
suring or of carrying their own insur- 


ance against fire losses has, I believe, 
been established as good municipal 
practice.” 


The criticism made by fire compa- 
nies is that the six year period taken by 
the mayor is far too short to prove any- 


thing one way or the other. For ex- 
ample, in Atlanta, Ga., some time back 
there was a five-year period during 


which losses were cniy $200,000 for the 
entire city as against premiums of $6,- 
000,000. Much was made of this, but if 
the five-year period had been slid a year 
one way or the other the picture would 
have been vastly different, for in one of 
the years that would have been included 
there was one fire alone on which the 
loss was $750,000. 

Critics of Mayor La Guardia’s stand 
on fire insurance for city-owned build- 
ings point out that it is the catastrophe 
hazard against which the city needs to 
insure, since less than one-half of 1 per 
cent of all fires result in damage of 
more than $10,000. Even though a city 
as big as New York may build up an 
apparently impressive saving by self-in- 
suring, there is no guarantee that the 
city will not be hit by a succession of 
Staggering losses. A chart of fire losses 











for the entire country shows some tre- 
mendous peaks and for a single city, 
even one as large as New York, the 
fluctuations are much more severe. 

In his report to the United States 
Conference of Mayors, La Guardia rec- 
ommmends not only going without fire 
insurance but without liability insurance 
as well. He proposes that cities should 
have the same exemption from jury ver- 
dicts in suits of citizens that the states 
and nation have. He concludes that the 
cities like the state and federal govern- 
ments should have courts of claims. Un- 
der his plan citizens would still have the 
right to appeal to the state’ S highest

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EDITORIAL COMMENT 





Increased Visibility in Finance Field 


The forthright and intelligent review 
of the automobile finance situation given 
by L. E. Falls at the meeting of the 
Insurance Agents League of Washing- 
ton, we believe, will have a most whole- 
some effect. Mr. Falls, who is vice- 
president of American of Newark is 
president of the National Automobile 
Underwriters Association and hence 
what he had to say carried the utmost 
weight. 

This is a field in which much bitter- 
ness has been engendered, in which 
suspicions have been aroused and in 
which rumor has flourished. Mr. Falls’ 
talk should have the effect of removing 
much of the bad feeling by giving a 
clearer understanding of the problem 
and by demonstrating that the company 


executives are approaching it in a spirit 
of fair play. 

Altogether too often in the insurance 
business angularities are permitted to 
become sharper than necessary because 
of the failure on the part of company 
organizations to make a statement in 
candor such as Mr. Falls has done. Oc- 
casionally much benefit can be obtained 
by putting forth in a public way the 
kind of intellectually honest statement 
that a company executive would make 
in talking to a single agent or a small 
group of agents in whom he felt con- 
fidence. Mr. Falls has done just that 
and we believe that he has at least in- 
creased the general visibility so far as 
the automobile finance problem is con- 
cerned. 


Public Relations for Insurance Employes 


IN ALMOST every insurance meeting 
nowadays of any length, there is certain 
to be a talk on public relations. Much 
of the comment that is made is imprac- 
tical and deals with generalities. We 
have very few insurance speakers that 
are hitting the nail on the head and giv- 
ing us provender that we can consume 
and convert into flesh and blood. 

One of the most excellent talks on 
the subject with which we have come 
in contact has been made by H. W. 
Semmelmeyer, San Francisco, who 
heads the public relations department 
of the Pacific Board. He has been 
making the circuit of annual meetings 
of state associations of local agents. He 
finds, for example, and we agree with 
him, that public relations work involves 
two definite problems: First, as he puts 
it, “finding out what the public thinks 
what the people want, how they want 
it delivered; second, doing something 
about what we have learned.” 

He made one point that is decidedly 
interesting when he stated that insur- 
ance higher-ups could learn much from 
their employes if they undertook an in- 
quiry into how they felt about insurance. 
It would be enlightening, Mr. Semmel- 
meyer stated, if employers would seek 
from their employes “what they think 
of our business; finding out what an- 
swers they give to friends, relatives, 
neighbors who inevitably ask questions 
about insurance.” He reaches the con- 
clusion that the very backbone of our 
public relations program must be em- 
ployes well drilled in standing up for 
their business. 

In attempting to use extensive adver- 





tising space in magazines and secular 
papers an attempt has been made to 
reach the public and that has had a 
salutary, even if unmeasured, effect. 
However, we agree with Mr. Semmel- 
meyer that we should start at home and 
see to it that employes are better in- 
formed about the work they are doing 
and the industry with which they are 
connected. We are forgetting them and 
are trying to convert the more distant 
people. 

Not long ago, a very well informed 
insurance man in speaking on this sub- 
ject said that often an employe in an 
insurance office in conversing with 
friends will be asked with what line of 
work he or she is identified. The reply 
would be that he or she was in an in- 
surance office. The comment might well 
be, “Oh, you are connected with the 
insurance racket.” 

The question in the mind of the em- 
ploye might at once well be, “I won- 
der if insurance is a racket?” 

Therefore, it seems to us that in the 
first place employes should be drilled in 
the fundamentals and given facts and 
figures to show what an outstanding 
business insurance is, what it does, how 
essential it is to the wellbeing of people, 
industry, credit and commercial under- 
takings. Its ramifications are world 
wide. Business would be in a chaotic 
state were it not for insurance. Yet we 
believe that few employes have any con- 
ception of the magnitude of the busi- 
ness, of its scope; its contribution to 
civilization and to the wellbeing and up- 
building of mankind. 

Certainly all of us can do that much 





in furthering public relations and insur- 
ance goodwill by seeing to it that our 
employes are informed and drilled so 


that they can answer questions regard- 
ing insurance or at least the major ones 
in an intelligent and convincing way. 


Encouraging Idea Stimulation 


THE management of every office 
should be interested in encouraging its 
people to be resourceful, initiate ideas, 
and give suggestions where improve- 
ment can be seen. Many people may 
have useful ideas and thoughts and yet 
they keep them in the background. They 
are not expressed. The management 
that seeks to encourage development of 


resourcefulness on the part of employes 
always gets excellent returns. Many of 
the suggestions may be impractical but 
out of those coming forth there are al- 
ways some that are constructive. Every 
office these days should be looking for 
employes who are alert and on their 
toes, employes who will make the most 
of opportunities afforded them.

Veteran Chicago Broker 
and Military Man Dies 











JOHN J. GARRITY 


Gen. J. J. Garrity, 71, well known Chi- 
cago insurance broker died last week at 
Hines Hospital after a three-month ill- 
ness. He was prominent in the national 
guard, of which until a few years ago 
he was commanding officer. He served 
in the Spanish-America war as a mem- 
ber of Company H, 2nd Infantry, saw 
service on the Mexican border and was 
colonel in command of the 132nd Regi- 
ment at Camp Logan during the world 
war. He retired from military service 
in 1933 as brigadier general. General 
Garrity was chief of police of Chicago 
from 1918 to 1920. 

For a number of years he was active 
in the Insurance Brokers Association of 
Illinois, being a director and member of 
important committees. He gave invalu- 
able service through his political con- 
nections when the brokers association 
first sought a qualification law in IIli- 
nois, serving to contact legislators and 
making many trips to Springfield. Gen- 
eral Garrity was a broker for about 20 
years, associated with R. W. Hosmer & 
Co., but with a detached office nearby, 
where he also conducted his work as 
superintendent of the Illinois Bureau of 
War Veterans Registration. Some years 
ago when the brokers association waged 
a fight against political control of insur- 
ance, General Garrity resigned to be 
consistent, although there was no criti- 
cism of him for misuse of his state post 
and he was urged to remain a member. 

Funeral services were conducted by 
the Spanish-American war veterans and 
national guard, it being a _ military 
funeral.

Fictitious Fleets 
Attacked in R. I. 


New England State 
Joins Procession of Those 
Prohibiting This Practice 


Rhode Island is the most recent state 
to issue a ruling on fictitious automobile 
fleets. For some reason or other one 
state after another in recent weeks has 
taken occasion to issue a ruling pro- 
hibiting such underwriting or to reiter- 
ate former rulings on the subject. 

A few years ago the fictitious fleet 
question was important in many parts 
of the country. It constituted a demor- 
alizing form of competition. However, 
it dwindled into comparative unimpor- 
tance with the introduction of business 
and non-business classifications of auto- 
mobiles for rating purposes inasmuch as 
those who got the no business discount 
were paying about the same rate that 
was charged when they were made part 
of a fictitious fleet. 


Apparent Revival of Scheme 


Judging from the fact that several in- 
surance commissioners have decided to 
issue rulings on the subject in recent 
weeks, there must be a revival of the 
use of this scheme. 

H. L. Weller, director of business 
regulation of Rhode Island, states that he 
has been apprised of the fact that certain 
insurers have included in fleet policies 
cars and/or trucks of individual owner- 
ship, thereby granting to such individual 
owners certain credits that would be 
available only on bona-fide fleets under 
single ownership, direct management 
and control. 

Mr. Weller is of the belief that such 
practices violate chapter 157 of the gen- 
eral laws (1938) relating to rebating 
and discrimination. 


partment equipment which was held 
“contrary to good insurance practice and 
the welfare of insured.” The method 
employed of calling for bids was held 

“destructive in that at the premium 
charged no proper agent’s or broker's 
service is or can be furnished to the in- 
sured and the action * ** is * * * 
contrary to the principles recognized as 
essential to the future of the American 
agency system.” 

Cooperating banks which are assisting 
the league in its efforts to combat na- 
tional automobile finance-insurance com- 
petition were listed in a resolution. Es- 
tablishing a code of guiding principles 
was favored. The need for stamping of 
comprehensive liability dailies was re- 
iterated. 


Legislative Objectives Set Forth 


While the league went on record 
against engaging in partisan politics it 
was held necessary that good candidates 
file for public office. Support of changes 
in the insurance code to tighten agency 
licensing laws, abolition of the monop- 
olistic workmen’s compensation law in 
Washington and revision of the insur- 
ance code, particularly with reference to 
the non-admitted insurance section, was 
pledged in a resolution. Companies were 
requested to grant special fire rate

Illinois Brokers to 
Oppose Palmer Rule 


Prepare Court Action for 
Filing Unless He Voids 
Fleet Equity Ban 


Decision to contest the order of In- 
surance Director Palmer of Illinois void- 
ing equity and retrospective rating of 
automobile fleets and comprehensive lia- 
bility insurance unless he should with- 
draw it by Aug. 15 through another 
formal notice to companies, was taken 
by the board of the Insurance Brokers 
Association of Illinois at a meeting 
Monday. 

Under Illinois insurance law, any ob- 
jectors to a department order must take 
legal action within 30 days after the ef- 
fective date of the order, otherwise it 
cannot be contested. Director Palmer’s 
letter conveying the order was dated 
July 15 but specified the order was ef- 
fective “upon receipt,” which is taken to 
mean not earlier than July 16. It was 
said 5 p. m., Aug. 15, is the final hour 
at which a petition can be filed. 


Won Point Last Year 


The brokers’ decision followed a num- 
ber of conferences with Russell F 
Locke of Ashcraft & Ashcraft, Chicago 
legal firm, who handled another case for 
the association last year involving an 
order reducing commission rates on au- 
tomobile fire, theft and collision. The 
case last year was filed in the name of 
Clark E. Nolan, brokers association 
president. Director Palmer withdrew 
his order before it became necessary for 
the brokers to go to trial. 

It is likely that the action against 
Palmer will be a joint petition by a 
broker, an assured who owns a truck 
fleet, and possibly a company. It is 
said Palmer’s prohibition is most harm- 
fui to truck operators since there are 
a great many truck fleets in Illinois 
which under the new Illinois truck reg- 
ulatory act must secure insurance, and 
Palmer’s order would drive them to “un- 
safe markets.” Many of these assured, 
Nolan said, have cooperated with brokers 
and companies in safety work on the 
basis of which they earned equity rates. 

Brokers’ representatives as well as 
those of companies and agents have con- 
ferred with H. A. Miller, special deputy 
in charge of the Illinois department 
automobile division, urging modification 
of the order, but the brokers association, 
it was said, will make no special appeal 
to Palmer at this time preparatory to 
court action. 


Claim He Exceeds Powers 


The method of relief prescribed by 
statute is to go into the circuit court 
with a petition setting forth the damages 
which the order would cause and ask- 
ing a restraining order against Palmer. 
The brokers are optimistic they will be 
able to prove in court that Palmer ex- 
ceeded his authority under the insurance 
law and constitution as they had planned 
to do in the case that arose last year. 

The brokers, according to President 
Nolan, are sorry they must oppose Mr. 
Palmer, but they feel they are entitled 
to have the issues decided by court. 
Otherwise it is feared additional occa- 
sions may arise in which Director 


Offers Program for 
Public Relations 
in Insurance Work 


H. W. Semmelmeyer of 
Pacific Board Gives Some 
Practical Suggestions 


H. W. Semmelmeyer of San Fran- 


cisco, manager public relations of the 
Pacific Board, has been making the 
rounds of local agency state meetings 
and giving talks. He started at the Utah 
local agents’ meeting at Salt Lake City, 
then spoke at the Oregon meeting at 
Portland, Washington meeting at Seat- 
tle and will be at the Montana meeting 
at Lewistown next Monday and Tuesday. 
He said that insurance men must know 


what the public thinks so that they may 
explain themselves to the people, appeal 
to their understanding for support, cor- 
rect misunderstandings as they develop 
and find out what they want to buy 
from insurance offices and how they 
want to buy it. Public relations then, 
he declared, becomes two problems: 
First, finding out what the public 
thinks, what it wants from insurance, 
how it wants it delivered, and, second, 
doing something about what has been 
learned. 


How to Get Information 


He said that insurance men can find 
out much without a Gallup poll. He 
continued: “Read the newspapers, listen 
to your friends talk, watch the argu- 
ments over public insurance, examine 
governmental investigations of all in- 
dustries and you will see the trend.” 
He said that insurance can find out 
much to its edification by going to its 
employes and ascertaining what they 
think of the higherups of the business, 
finding what answers they give to 
friends, relatives and neighbors who 
inevitably ask questions. 

Mr. Semmelmeyer declared that the 
backbone of all public relations pro- 
grams must be employes well drilled in 
standing up for their business. “If edu- 
cation is needed to justify economic ex- 
istence, why shouldn’t we educate all 
identified with the business?” he asked. 
Has there never been a wife who. when

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Shows How Agents 
Can Extend Service 


Spencer Welton Gives 
Valuable Sales Sugges- 
tions at Arkansas School 


Spencer Welton of Chicago, vice- 
president of Massachusetts Bonding, 
gave a talk crammed with sales sugges- 
tions, to those attending the Arkansas 
Fire & Casualty Insurance School at 
Fayetteville. He gave the final business 
talk on the school program. 

Mr. Welton argued that the quality 
of selling methods in the insurance busi- 
ness is not comparable to those em- 
ployed in the regular merchandising 
lines. However, selling insurance is in 
the main just like selling any other com- 
modity. 

Too many agents, he said, overlook 
the opportunity for additional business 
with their own clients. 

Mr. Welton said that one of the most 
successful agents in the country at- 
tributed his success at first to his pro- 
gram of making at least one new ac- 
quaintance every day. He preaches that 
to his solicitors now but he personally 
devotes most of this time to looking 
after and increasing the lines already on 
his books. 


Use of Mailing List 


Mr. Welton advocated intelligent use of 
a mailing list of prospects and clients. 
The mailings should be made opportune, 
he declared. For instance, if a cashier 
absconds, if the paymaster is held up, if 
a public official goes short, the agent 
should circularize everyone in the com- 
munity who is open to a similar loss. 
The agent should avoid sending policies 
or renewals by mail. They should be 
delivered by someone who can put in 
a good word for the agency. 

The opportunity to develop seasonable 
lines should be kept in mind such as 
residence burglary insurance in the sum- 
mer, tourists floater policies, accident 
and health. Fidelity business is a line 
that can be properly pushed the year 
around, he said. Almost every person 
in business needs such protection and 
very few people have been actively so- 
licited for it. 

Mr. Welton stated that in a large mid- 
western city in one year a group of 
companies paid bankers bond losses of 
about $2,000,000. However, the actual 
losses to the insured banks were more 
than $60,000,000. Those banks were 
$58,000,000 under-insured and the stock- 
holders had to bear the loss. 


Responsibility of Employes 


Mr. Welton emphasized that 
employe of an office should be made 
conscious of a responsibility to con- 
tribute something to the upbuilding of 
the business. 

He spoke of the opportunity of en- 
larging acquaintanceship through mem- 
bership in lodges, clubs and attendance 
at social gatherings. He said he had 
been told that more than 700 Rotary 
clubs in the country have no insurance 
member. 

He suggested that agents select one 
line to push each week and see to it 
that it is at least brought to the atten- 
tion of every client of the office who 
can and ought to buy it. The agent 
should not be scornful of small accounts 
and should not be unduly impressed by 
big ones. The smallest account is rec- 
ognition of the agency trademark and 
evidence of good will on the part of 
somebody. He said the agent should 
discover why the business came to the 
office in the first place and then apply 
that lesson to get more business from 
the same source in the future. 

The agent should not be awed by a 
big line to the extent that he fails to 
analyze its possibilities. 

Mr. Welton told of an agent who 
made such a success selling automobile 
insurance that his company became 
alarmed, thinking that he might be load-

LANSING, MICH.—Securities posted 
with the state treasurer to fulfill the 
depository requirements of the insur- 
ance law as they affect reciprocals need 
not be registered in the name of the at- 
torney-in-fact but may be posted by a 
member who retains title, according to 
an attorney general’s opinion prepared 
for Commissioner Emery in connec- 
tion with the examination of the Na- 
tional Automobile Owners Inter-Insur- 
ance Association of Gladstone, Mich. If 
the depositing member enters into an 
agreement that the securities will not be 
withdrawn until all liabilities of the 
reciprocal or of the individual subscrib- 
ers arising out of the exchange opera- 
tions have been paid, that is held to 
meet requirements of the act. 


Drop Truck Rate Service 
OKLAHOMA CITY — Effective 
Sept. 1, the Oklahoma Automobile In- 
surance Service, with headquarters here, 
is to be discontinued, according to C. M. 
Jones, chairman of the executive com- 
mittee. The service was established 
about two years to supervise long haul 
truck rates, with Tom Youngblood as 
manager.

Some companies, 
however, are urging assured to report 
every injury, however small, even where 
no claim is made. A company desires to 
have a record of damages even though 
no claim is put in. 


Can't Senne Policyholders 
of State*in Which Mutual 
Was Not Licensed 


If a mutual monente company is not 
licensed in v Jersey, but neverthe- 
less solicits fs Bt there, the contracts 
are in violation of the criminal law and 
if the mutual fails assessments on the 
policies illegally written will not be en- 
torced in New Jersey, according to the 
New Jersey supreme court in Cunning- 
ham vs. Brockway Fast Motor Freight, 
Inc. et al. Auto Mutual Indemnity was 
organized in New York and had its prin- 
cipal place of business in New York 
City. It was not authorized in New 
Jersey. Policies sold in New Jersey 
were written and approved through 
either its New York or Philadelphia 
office. 

On Nov. 24, 1937, Auto Mutual was 
placed in the hands of the New York 
department for liquidation. An assess- 
ment of 40 percent was properly and 
legally made. Suit was properly brought 
in New Jersey against New Jersey pol- 
icyholders who had not paid the as- 
sessments, 

The court admitted that all steps 
were properly taken to make the assess- 
ment effective and it did not deny that 
the policies were valid. It simply ruled 
that the policies were sold in violation 
of the criminal law of New Jersey and 
the court should refuse the enforcement 
of the contract against the policy- 
holders.

Substantial Bonds 
on Federal Work 


NEW YORK — Companies writing 
surety bonds are getting substantial 
amounts of business on _ contracts 
awarded by the United States govern- 
ment in connection with the defense pro- 
gram. While some of the contracts so 
tar awarded have been for emergency 
work such as landing fields, for exam- 
ple, on which bonding has not been so 
irequently required, it is expected that

Travelers, in its accident department, 
has extended the sale of its weekly in- 
demnity for life form to business women 
in class A who are regularly engaged in 
a stated business or employment away 
from home from which they derive a 
regular salary on which they are depen- 
dent for support. Heretofore the maxi- 
mum weekly indemnity issued to women 
was 200 weeks. Women of that type 
may also purchase the so-called R5 form. 

A new minimum age limit of 14 years 
(students, male or female) has been 
established for the R3 form up to $5,000 
principal sum and $1,000 reimbursement. 
The limit previously was 16 years. 

Travelers has sent a questionnaire to 
its offices inquiring whether they desire 
a limited auto accident policy. Travelers 
up to now has always refrained from 
issuing limited coverage but the ques- 
tionnaire indicates that it is giving seri- 
ous consideration to the idea of the 
limited automobile policy. 

On the Pacific Coast, Travelers is 
making available non-occupational acci- 
dent policies. This is a departure for 
that company. In that territory forms 
WS, R3, R5 and R7 may now be written 
to cover accidents of a non-occupational 
nature for risks classified D, E, F, G 
and H at A class premiums. The cov- 
erage may be issued up to 80 percent 
of earnings with a maximum of $2,500 
death, $25 weekly indemnity and $1,000 
reimbursement. 

The prospects for this type of cov- 
erage would normally be persons that 
are covered under compensation insur- 
ance so that the occupational accident is 
covered to quite a degree together with 
medical expenses.

questioned about her husband's business, 
replied that she knew nothing about it, 
losing thereby an opportunity to secure 
support for that business from another 
member of the public? How about the 
Stenographer, who because she worked 
lor an insurance office, is expected to 
know the difference between stock and 
mutual insurance? Are you willing to 
rest your case on her answer?” 

When it comes to doing something 


about public relations, Mr. Seommelmeyer 
said that insurance must go beyond its 
employes, for it must explain itself, cor- 
rect misunderstandings, comply with 
public needs and raise the standards. 
This indicates contact with numbers of 
people and at once advertising is sug- 
gested, which means money in very 
large quantities and a long range pro- 
gram. Many believe, he said, the answer 
to the problem is personal contact, re- 
membering that insurance producers 
are in touch with every member of the 
public and forced to talk about insur- 
ance. The agent, he asserted must talk 
about insurance if he is to sell a policy. 
To remain an agent he must sell, to- 


gether with the policy confidence in and 
general understanding of the insurance 
business. 

Mr. Semmelmeyer stated that insur- 
ance men should not overlook the op- 
portunity of talking to groups. The in- 
surance business, he contended, contains 
more human interest material than any 
other. He asserted that insurance men 
should learn news value of episodes, ex- 
periences or incidents connected with 
insurance because periodicals are seek- 
ing stories that have news value. 

He offered the following public rela- 
tions program: 

“1. Find out what the public thinks 


of us, how well they understand us, 
what they want from us. 

“2. Raise the standards of our busi- 
ness through education and the willing- 
ness to deliver honest service. 

“3. Supply our employes with under- 
standing of insurance and the answers 
to the questions they are asked, so that 
they will be well drilled in standing up 
for their business. 

“4, In all insurance. sales sell the value 
of your service and the value of the 
insurance business to your client. 

“5, Seek every opportunity to tell the 
story of insurance to groups of indi- 
viduals. 

“6. Learn the news value of the in-

there was little damage except upon the 
coast. There is the opinion that cotton 
warehouses at Charleston were likely to 
have been damaged. 

Considerable Island Loss 

There was considerable loss at Tybee 
Island, 20 miles east of Savannah, and 
it is expected that other islands in the 
vicinity of Savannah, Wilmington, 
Whitmarsh and Oatland were seriously 
affected. 

The heaviest damage to single build- 
ings was sustained to industrial plants 
to the east and west of Savannah. 
Among these are as follows: 

Mutual Fertilizer Company, $7,500; 
Southern States Phosphate & Fertilizer 
Co., $17,500; Reliance Fertilizer Co.— 
Plants 1 and 2, $20,000; Southern Fer- 
tilizer & Chemical Co., $3,500; Blue Belt 
Fertilizer Company $1,000; American 
Agricultural Chemical Co., $20,000; 
Swift & Company (fertilizer factory), 
$10,000; Virginia-Carolina Chemical Co., 
$5,000. 


Other Damage Done 


Other industrial plants damaged to 
unestimated amounts are the American 
Can Co., the Colonial Oil Co., National 
Rosin Oil & Size Co., G & A Labora- 
tories, buildings on ie Atlantic Coast 
Line WwW harf, warehouses of the Savan- 
nah Warehouse & Compress Co., Ke- 
hoe’s Iron Works, and several. others. 

Probably the heaviest damage to 
grouped buildings was sustained to the 
units in two housing projects, within the 
limits of Savannah, which are under 
course of construction. One is known 
as the Garden Homes Estates (white), 
and the other as Yamacraw Village 
(colored), on opposite sides of the city. 

An estimate which may be very in- 
accurate, but which is based on infor- 
mation so far obtained, for Savannah, 
Tybee Island, and the other islands, is 
$500,000 to the insurance. The greater 
majority of dwelling houses and other 
buildings in the area are damaged to 
some extent, and the total loss may be 
about $350,000. The majority of the in- 
dustrial plants are insured against wind- 
storm, but it appears that the majority 
of dwelling houses and contents, and 
mercantile buildings and contents are 
not insured. 


TEXAS LOSS $434,000 

DALLAS, TEX.—The tropical hurri- 
cane, centering in the Sabine area ot 
Texas and the Louisiana coastal low- 
lands, caused an estimated loss of 
$434,000. The storm hit a wind velocity 
exceeding 80 miles an hour followed by 
rainfall which caused considerable inte- 
rior damage. A total of 4.62 inches of 
rain fell and the barometer hit an all- 
time low of 28.83. 

J. F. Miazza, assistant general man- 
ager southwestern department Fire 
Companies’ Adjustment Bureau, in a 
report to the companies estimated the 
total number of insurance claims in Port 
Arthur, Tex., as follows: 1,500 dwellings

Issue of Agent's Interest 
in Insured Property Is 
Raised in Mississippi 

NEW YORK—Agents writing poli- 
cies on properties in whicn they have 
ev interest as stcclholders or otherwise 
would do well to avoid possil.e com- 
plications by making sure to acquaint 
the home office with their interest in the 
risks, according to the National Board’s 
counsel. If a company issues a policy 
with knowledge of the agent’s interest 
in the risks, it cannot later deny lia- 
bility on the ground that the agent had 
a double interest. 

The question has aroused much in- 
terest in Mississippi because of pub- 
licity just given to a 1913 decision of 
the Mississippi supreme court holding 
that because the company was in ignor- 
ance of the agent’s interest in the risk 
as a stockholder the policy was void. 
This decision was the subject of a letter 
which the secretary of the Mississippi 
Bankers Association wrote to J. C. Fair, 
state comptroller. 

Many companies operating in Missis- 
sippi have been getting letters from their 
agents requesting assurance that there 
would be no denial of liability in cases 
where the agent did not happen to have 


revealed his interest in the risk to the 
IMmsurance company.

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Neb. Farm Mutuals Told to 
Quit “Banking Business” 


LINCOLN, NEB.—The Nebraska 
department has given informal notice to 
oficers of several farm mutuals that 
they must get out of the informal bank- 
ing business, which has consisted of 
lending reserves to farmer members on 
their unsecured notes. Most of these 
companies are made up of neighborhood 
groups, where officers know the ability 
of borrowers to repay loans, and rather 
than invest reserve funds in low interest 
bearing bonds or deposit them in banks 
at low interest rates, the funds have 
been made available for loans to mem- 
bers, the latter profiting by paying a 
lower interest charge than at the local 
bank. John S. Logan, department at- 
torney, holds that funds so invested can- 
not be included in admitted assets, and 
has pointed out to officers that these are 
trust funds for which the directors are 
personally liable and which cannot be 
invested except in secured instruments 
of indebtedness. So far as the depart- 
ment is informed, this is not a general 
practice, but instances are not uncom- 
mon. 

Several farm mutuals have 
order assessments for the first time in 
three or four years, reserves having 
been sufficient during that period to take 
care of all losses. An unusual number 
of barn fires in June and July, coming 
at a time when more than an average 
volume of farm crops were in storage, 
was the main cause. Also in one week

May Continue Cover in 
Mississippi Where Loss 
Doesn't Exceed $100 


JACKSON, MISS.—Use of riders by 
which fire insurance policies may con- 
tinue in effect in the event of a loss not 
exceeding $100 has been authorized by 
amendment of the unearned premium 
rules of the Mississippi insurance com- 
mission. Under the new rule the at- 
tachment of the rider would involve pay- 
ment of one-half the premium on $100 
insurance coverage for the risk. Previ- 
ously the payment of any loss whatever 
terminated the policy and a new con- 
tract was required for coverage. The 
rule was described by Commissioner 
Williams as the first in the United 
States. 

The commission also acted to separate 
tourist camps into a separate classifica-

The state of Washington department 
has published the fire insurance premium 
and loss classification schedule for 1939. 
These include risks written, premiums 
written, losses paid, loss ratios and aver- 
age rates by type of construction and 
company groups. 

The total premiums of National 
3oard companies was $5,075,028. Losses 
paid were $2,874,099. The loss ratio was 
56.63 and the average rate $.92. The 
comparable figures for non-board stock 
companies were $1,008,178, $474,469, 
47.06 and $1.04. 

For mutuals and reciprocals, the fig- 
ures were $1,418,270, $881,751, 62.17 and 
$1.04. 

The largest classification, all com- 
panies combined, was residence property 
with premiums $2,565,082 and_ losses 
$970,002, ratio 37.82, and average rate 
79. Then came farm property with 
premiums of $849,928, losses $578,019, 
ratio 68.01, and average rate $1.55. Then 
came mercantile stocks with premiums 
$761,572, losses $543,808, ratio 71.41, and 
average rate $1.05. Then came mercan- 
tiles with premiums $553,236, losses 
$321,270, ratio 58.07, average rate $1.29. 
Then came sprinklered risks-manufac- 
turing with premiums $440,260, losses 
$166,387, ratio 37.79, average rate $.75.

Authorized capital 
is $500,000, with provision for an in- 
crease to $1,000,000.
